Negro Conjurer Directs One Seeker to 
Spot 
Where 
Confederate 
Raider 
Buried Kansas Loot and $8 Is Found. 
Boys Set Town Crazy With Carving 
on Rocks. 


Tho raid on Lawrence. Kan.. by 
Quantrill aud his band occurred in 
the summer o f 1803 
The band re­ 
treated out of Kansas into Jackson 
county. Mo., and dissolved somewhere 
in the Sui country, and somewhere in 
the same region the band reassembled 
at the appointed time. 
From time to 
time small camps of guerrillas were 
established in the deep woods of tm* 
Sui hills, and each camp gave rise to 
legends and stories of adventure, of 
soldiery prowess, of brigandage, of re­ 
venge. of murder aud of midnight 
raids aud surprises. 
One of these stories, persistent for 
more than forty years, is that Quail* 
trill brought out of Lawrence a large 
sum of money, which he secreted in 
th e rocks of the Snl hills and urb ion 
he never returned to get 
From time 
to time ever since the civil war search 
has been instituted for this lost treas­ 
ure. 
These innumerable treasure troves 
have provided every Missouri neigh­ 
borhood with its special romance and 
have stimulated the searchers to hunt 
✓ up and down the country and especial­ 
ly over that wide aud broken region 
between Lone Jack and Blue Springs 


Fortune Hunters Everywhere. 
But other parts of the county have 
also had periods of excitement 
A 
few years ago Idle wild, northwest of 
Independence, a beautiful stretch of 
pasture land, broken here and there 
with picturesque bluffs, was punctured 
all over by shallow excavations made I 
by some searchers for the Lawrence i 
gold. 
The latest search for the Lawrence 
gold has occurred within recent weeks. 
At some time during the civil war | 
Quantrill’s band made a camp in the 
almost impenetrable woods about a i 
mile east of the little village of Taw­ 
ney. 
No Federal troop ever venfim*d 
to 
approach 
this 
stronghold. 
For 
years 
after 
the 
disintegration 
of 
Quantrili’s band and the death of the 
guerrilla chief the site of this camp j 
was marked by camp litter, a few 
broken kettles and small logs used for 
tents or mangers for horses. 
The camp near Tarsney. in 
Van 
Buren township, must have been main­ 
tained for some time. 
But the usual 
story of the Lawrence gold was uever 
associated with this camp until a few 
years ago. 
Some one discovered the 
letter VV cut out rudely on the top of 
a large bowlder not a quarter of a 
mile from the old camp. Nobody could 
account for the letter unless it was in­ 
tended to mark the location of the 
bushwhacker treasure. 
However, no 
search was made until a few weeks 
ago. when a man by the name of St. 
Clair of Weigh, La., returned to the 
•cene of his childhood armed, as he be­ 
lieved. with extraordinary information

Some years ago there was great ex­ 
citement in the neighborhood of Sui 
Mills, south of Oak Grove, about a 
hidden treasure. Somebody discovered' 
a flat rock on which was carved the 
information that the Fitzhue Smelting 
company had buried a wagon load of 
gold and silver from Mexico and had 
abandoned it there, those In charge be­ 
ing in danger of massacre by a baud 
of wild Indians 
The whole neighbor* 
hood turned out en masse and dug the 
hillsides dov a. 
The excitement continued with great 
intensity for three or four days until 
it became known that the carving nu 
the rock had been done by two mis­ 
chievous troys.

about its discovery in a manner to give 
it the widest and most sensational pub­ 
licity.

The Yamato, a Tokyo newspaper, 
makes this recommendation to Lieu­ 
tenant Shirase of the imperial navy, 
the Japanese Dr. Cook. 
The lieuten­ 
ant's case is even sadder than that of 
the Brooklyn explorer, for, far from 
plodding over purple snow fields and 
feeding gumdrops to the little children 
of flu 4 frozen world. Lieutenant Shi- 
rase lias not even left Jap an on the 
antarctic 
expedition 
which

planned. 
Now his countrymen have begun to 
believe that he never intended to leave 
Japan and certainly that he never will. 
T he situation which Lieutenant Slii- 
rase faces is embarrassing. 


J apanese Patriotism Aroused. 
About a year ago this officer a n ­ 
nounced that he was going to head a 
quick dash to the south pole by way 
of New Zealand and the Auckland is­ 
lands and that he intended getting 
away from his base before Captain 
Scott, at the head of the British ant­ 
arctic expedition, had made a start.

It. was said 
that Captain Nomura, the navigator, 
was inclined to court the sake jug too 
often and that discipline fell to pieces.
